GENERAL Lopez. 

As Gen. Loper, from his connection with the 
Cuban expedition, has become a historical cha- 
racter, we take the follewing particulars of his 
life from a sketch condensed by the Bulletin from 
the N. O. Delta: 


Narciso Lopez is now rather over fifty years 
of age, having been born of wealthy parents in 
1798 or 9. He is « native of Venezuela. His 
father being obliged by civil disturbances te re- 
Move to Caraceas, where be entered upon a com 
mercial life, his son Narciso superintended « 
branch of the House of Valencia, in the interior. 
Here, during the troubles of Bolivar’s time in 
1814, young Lopez took prominent part on the 
popular side, and narrowly escaped trom massa- 
ere. At length, when reduced almost te despera- 
tion, he enlisted in the army, as his only chance 
for life. At the enc of the war between Spain 
and the insurgents, Lopez found himeelf a 
colonel, at the age of twenty-three. He had also 
received the crose of San Fernando, further 
reward for various gallant deeds during the war 
On the evacuation of the country by the Spanish 
army, Col. Leper removed to Cuba. 

Since that time, (1823,) Loper has been « 
Coban, having married and established himeel! 
in the island. He was known to be d of 
liberal principles, which prevented him from ob- 
taining office in the island, and thus remained in 

etirement. Daring the first of the Carlist trou 
bles in Spain, Lopez happened to be in Madrid 
with his wife, urging @ private claim on the Go- 
vernment. He distinguished himsel! on the Go- 
vernment side; was made first aid-de-camp to 
the Commander. Yhief, Gen. Vaidez, and re- 
ceived several military decorations. He became 
the warm personal friend of Valder, who was 
afterwards the most popular Captain General of 
Cubs. He was for a time Commander-in-Chief 
of the National Guard of Spain, and subsequent 
y Commander-in-Chief of 
Afterwards be became Senator from Seville, but 
the expulsion of the Cuban depaties from the 
Cortes disgusted him, and, resigning his office, 
he departed for Havana, not without some trouble 
in obtasming permission. 

At this time, (1839,) General Valdez was Cap- 
tain General of Cuba. During the variour po 
litical troubles of Spain, Lopez held different 
pests of honor and emolament in the island, but 
at length he resigned all except hie rank as 
General, and then undertook the working of an 
abandoned copper mine, as & pretext for return 
ing to the Central Department. Hi 
to mingle with the people and cone 
the liberation of Cuba. The enterprize of last 
year, which miscarried so completely, was the 
result of bis first efforts. The second effort bas 
now also miscarried.
